BRISKET WITH ONION SAUCE. 


Wipe the meat with a damp cloth, 
and tie it into 2a compact shape with 
strips of cloth. Place it in a deep 
kettle with boiling water (or part of 


the stock if possible.) Add a soup 
bunch, several’ cloves and _ pepper- 
corns. Simmer until tender, add salt 


when partly cooked. Take the meat 
from the liquid, remove the cloth, 
and place it in a shallow baking dish. 
Beat one egg and spread over the 
beef, then sprinkle with coarse 
crumbs, and brown under a flame or 
in a hot oven. : 

For gsauce—for a _ three-pound 
piece of meat—cut up half a cup of 
green onions and cook these with 
two tablespoons of butter or butter 
substitute. Brown slightly. Stir in 
two tablespoons of flour, add a cup 
and one-half from the stock of brisk- 
et, and a tablespoon of minced pars- 
ley. Keep the sauce over the hot 
water, or in a double boiler, until the 


meat ig finished. Pour the sauce 
over the meat and serve. 

From left-over prepare beef cro- 
quettes for a family of five for the 
second meal}.

POULTRY AND THE GRASSHOP- 
PER PEST. 


Last year when the grasshoppers 
were beginning to threaten parts 
of Western Michigan, W. P. Hart- 
man, then industrial agent for the 
Grand Rapids & Indiana raijroad.and 
'T. F. Marston, secretary of North- 
eastern Michigan Development bur- 
eau, advised the farmers of Michigan 
that the cheapest and at the same 
time a profitable way of getting rid 
of the hoppers was to raise poultry, 
preferably turkeys, with ducks as 
the second best and chickens as first 
class workers. ; 

Apparently the advice was not 

eeded to any extent as Western 
Michigan has lost hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars through destruction 
of crops by hoppers this year and the 
insects are beginning to make them- 
selves felt in some sections of North- 
eastern Michigan, Secretary Marston, 
who is also a farmer, found that the 
grasshoppers were becoming alto- 
gether too plentiful in his own fields 
and he decided to put the poultry 
plan to a test. Over 100 ducks have 
been purchased, he has made a house- 
on-wheels for them so that they can 
easily be moved from one field to 
another and he is so satisfied with 
the results that he is going to in- 
crease his flock. 

“By actual count a hungry duck 
will eat an average of 20 hoppers a 
minute,” he said, “and they keep their 
work up steadily for over half an 
hour before resting and even then 

sy can’t resist any particularly 
juicy bug that nappens to come their 
way. Suppose the ducks feed only 
four hours per day that means over 
4,000 grasshoppers killed by each 
duck in one day, so you can see that 
my 100 are doing pretty good work.

The New Jersey post forwarded its 
contribution to the Legion's national 
treasurer, Robert H. Tyndall, through 
Thomas Goldingey, state adjutant, and 
expresses no preference as to the sex 
or age of its prospective protege. 

R. L. Jones, adjutant of the Mil- 
waukee post, writes: 

“At the last meeting of the post, 
the membership unanimously decided

the first of our frenzied, parading cam- 
paigns, he was born to one of “the 
first familles of Virginia,” in a manor 
house on the banks of the aristocratic 
James. As a son of Benjamin Har- 
rison, signer of the Declaration, with 
the blood of Pocahontas in his velns, 
und as a descendant of a Cromwellian 
colonel who signed the death warrant 
of a King, no president has had a 
longer, more historic lineage. 

In ability Willlam Henry Harrison 
fell below the standard of his prede- 
cessors, He was elected not because 
he was a great statesman or a great 
soldier. but because he was thoroughly 
representative of the new West, which 
was flattered to see in the White House 
for the first ume a man created in Its 
uwn image. 

At Hlarrison’s fnauguration the 
presidency entered an eclipse and 
was held for 20 years by secondary 
characters, who reigned, but did not 
ruje. With men of the eminence of 
Cliy and Webster, Calhoun and Ben- 
ton, latterly Cass and Houston, Doug- 
las und Davis, Case and Wade, Sew- 
ard and Sumner in the senate, dis- 
tinction and lendership passed from 
the White House to the capitol. It 
was an ignote period in our politics 
when both parties were dodging the 
irrepressible issue of slavery. 

In the teeth of a plercing northwest 


wind. the old farmer president-elect, | 


bareheaded and disdaining the protec- 
on of an overcoat, rede horseback to 
the capitel, After addressing a great 
erowd that shivered in its shawls and 
furs, he insisted, though half-frozen, 
en remoubting his horse und leading 
the inaugural parade. 

No sooner was the first Whig presi- 
dent in the chair than the claims of 
factions and the clamor for patronage 
assailed him. Clay had declined 
cabinet honors—and labors~ip the 
confident expectation of playing the 
easier and more powerful role of the 
power behind the throne. The im- 
perions manner of the Great Com-

him. In a month to a day he was dead 
of pneumonia, the first president to 
die In office throughout the more than 
50 years of Its existence. 


This briefest of administrations {s 
a pathetic ttle story of a simple, 
lonely old man, lured from his farm 
to be the sport of politics. Alling tn 
bedy and harried in mind, he wars 
without the care and compantonship 
of his good wife, Anna Symmes Har- 
rison, daughter of a New Jersey colo- 
nel in the Revolution who became 
one of the ploneer sokdiers of Onto. 
Broken by the hard toil of a frontler 
household and sorrowing for the loss 
of eight of her ten children, this wife 
of one president and grandmother of 
another, still was meking ready to 
take up her duties as mistress of the 
White House when the news of her 
husband's death eame to her.

REATNESS and the presidency 
found John Tyler down on one 
knee, playing “knucks” with his boys 
in a pathway of his dooryard In Wil- 
Namsburg, that stately old vice-regal 
village of colonin] Virginia. He had 
not even heard that Harrison was ill, 
until destiny, without steam, wire or 
rail to carry it, sped to him from Wash- 
ington by boat and buggy with the 
news that the president had been dead 
a day and that the empty presidential 
chalr was awaiting the vice president. 
Tyler belongs among the third or 
fourth-rate presidents, Although & 
clean-handed, kindly man of good pres- 
ence and polished manners, he‘ was 
a mediocre country Jawyer. 
As John Tyler stepped Into the 
White House, its door closed agninst

the party which had elected him only 
five months before. Death had turned 
out the Whigs after 30 days of power 
and caused a political revolution. 

Clay looked upon the aceidental pres- 
ident as only a regent for the Harri- 
son administration and for the Whig 
party. Early in the extra session of 
congress, that impression of the sen- 
j ator from Kentucky was sharply cor- 
rected by a presidential veto of one of 
his own bills—a banking bill, 

The Whigs were wild with rage; 
the Democrats filled with glee. The 
Demecrutie senators hastened in a 
body to the White House, where they 
| Were patting Tyler on the back while 
:a Whig mob outside in the yard was 
making a vociferous, but futile pro- 
test. When the next veto came in 
Clay himself called the cabinet to 
‘gether und the members, with one ex- 
{ ception, agreed te resign. 

The exception was none other than 
that of the secretary of State, Daniel 
Webster, “Where am I to go?” the 
god-lMke Daniel thundered in his be 
; Wildertinent. Some told him to go to 
one place, some to another. He held 
on fort two years, until he had con- 
cluded the negotiation of the Ashbur- 
ton treaty, which fixed the disputed 
boundary between Muine and Canada. 
and then he resigned. 

Upon Webster's retirement, Tyler 
instaHed in the state department his 
mentor and idol, John C. Culhoun, and 
thus completed the overturn. The 
eabinet was now out and out Demo- 
cratic and of the pro-siavery brand. 

Texas hnd seceded from Mexico, 
which had abolished slavery, and sts 
American settlers, who were facing the 
choice of slave Jabor or free }abor, 
were anxious to -be admitted to the 
Union. The slave holders of the 
southern states wanted to expand 
their power over the vast Texan em- 
pire as an offset to the rapid expan- 
sion of the free states in the great 
West. But northern sentiment wae 
opposed. 

At an opportune moment for the 
annexationists, the ubiquitous John 
Bull, with his omnipresent gunboat, 
appeared on the Texan scene as a 
mediator between Mexicans and 
Texans, His entry gave the slave !n- 
terests the needed yillain for the play, 
and the cry went up that we must 
annex Texas to keep the British from 
grabbing It. 

Nevertheless the senate rejected 
overwhelmingly the treaty of annexa- 
tion. Thereupon Tyler proposed to 
beat the devil around the stump, and 
Texas was annexed the last night of 
the adminigtration by a simple joint 
resolution, rushed through the two 
houses of congress.

TOWN LEADER IN GOOD WORK 


Sherburne, In New York, Praised for 
Its inception of Systematic Tree 
Planting. 

The state of New York pasred a law 
in 1912 making it possible for coun- 
ties, towne and villages to acquire. by 
purchase, lease. gift, or condemnation, |} 
lands having tree growth or forests 
thereon, or lands which are suitable 

for the growth of trees, 

The advantages to be obtained are 
numerous, besides the income to be 
derived from the sale of forest prod- 
ucts there are the benefits of regula- 
tion of stream-flow, protection of the 
watershed, shelter from winds and 
storms. protection to birds and game, 


and a healthful resort for the people 
of the town and community, 
Sherburne, a village in Chenango 
county, New York, has been planting 
trees systematically since 1012, and 
the work was begun without the knowl 
edge that state Jaws were being enact: 
ed which might make tree-planting 
something of an inducement, It there- 
fore deserves all the more credit for 
its Interest in forestry. To Dr. Homer 
G. Newton, for many years a resident 
of that village, is due the honor of hav- 
ing initiated the policy of tree-plant- 


Ing and watershed protection. The 
development of this project should 
be followed with much Interest by 


towns or villages that contemplate sim- 
ilar plantations or foreste.—Bulletin 
of the American Forestry Association,

Cities Generally Are Taking Concerted 
Action to Do Away With the 
Unsightly Billboards.

rhey have defeated legislation) in oth 
ers, it was said that they tried to 
have ordinances put into effect which 
would not restrict use Of boards to 
any extent, but which would make it 
appear that the town had settled the 
question. 

Now that the courts are deserting 
them, some of the bill-posting max- 
nates seem to be falling into line with 
community improvements and agree- 
ing to the restrictions imposed, They 
still claim, however, that outdgver ad- 
vertising is -a legitimate and highly 
efficient mechod of business promo- 
tion, They point to the undeniably 
artistic signs painted by Maxfield Par- 
rish as a sample of what a thing of 
beauty the billboard can be. They 
tgnore the fact that Mr. Parrish has 
painted ouly a few ads of thousands 
displayed.

WOULD ESTABLISH MONOPOLY 


Great Gritain Already Controls Only 
Means of Wire Communication Bc- 
tween America and Brazil. 


Washington.—Assurances were giv- 
en the state department last week by 
the British embassy that the British 
cable ship Colonia would not under- 
take to land within American terri- 
torial waters the end of the cable 
trom Barbados to Miemi, Fla., until 
an executive permit had been issued 
by the United States government, The 
cable. is being constructed for the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
and would connect with a British line 
to Brazil, 

Ingtructions were sent by the em- 
bassy not only to Vice-Consul Hub- 
bard at Miami, but also direct to the 
captain of the Colonia. ta postpone 
landing until the question of a per- 


mit had been settled. Meantime 
Ameréan destroyers are patrolling 
off Miami, 


Embassy officials took the view that 
the controversy over the cable was 
entirely between the Western Union 
company and the state department. 
The government has declined to act 
on the permit pending the meeting 
here September 15 of the international 
communications conference. 

It is not certain that President Wil- 
s0n would consent to the landing of 
the new British-South American cable 
even if such an international agree- 
Ment were reached. Such an agree- 
ment would guarantee American 
equality so far as commerical mess- 
ages in time of peace are concerned, 
but it would not relieve the possibil- 
ity of the American cables being 
closed by order of the British govern- 
ment in time of war. 

There are at present two lines of 
wire communication between the Uni- 
ted States and South America. The 
All-American Cable Co., which is Am- 
erican-owned, has a line extending 
from New York, via Cuba, Panama 
and the west coast of South America, 
to Valparaiso. 
been connected by land with Monte- 
video, Rio de Janeiro and Santos, re- 
turning to Mexico by way of the east 
coast, - 

In 1873 the Brazilian government 
granted to Great Britain a monopoly 
Of all cable-landing rights in that 
county. The All-American Co., how- 
ever, obtained a concession to bring 
its cable messages inte Brazil by land 
lines from the west coast. 


So the matter stood until last spring, ! 


when the Brazilian government sud- 
denly imposed a tax of three francs 
@ word on all cable messages coming 
to Brazil by way of the west coast of 
South America, thus virtually prohi- 
biting operation of the American line 
in the transmission of messages from 
the United States to Brazil. 

The only other means of cable com- 
munication from 
to the east coast of South America is 
by way of the British cable to Lon- 
don and thence to Brazil.

Corp. Prince was one of four Anier- 
icans sent out on this refugee train by 
the Bolshevik authorities in Moscow. 
Among the other Americans who ar- 
rived were two correspondents, who 
crossed Russia from Vladivostok, and 
Mrs, Emily Sarman, of New York, a 
refugee from Samara,

NOT OPPOSED TO AMENDMENTS 


Condemns Lodge Reservations—Says 
Congress Has Power to Change Dry 
Act—Will of People Rules, 


Dayton,O, —Before a crowd of near. 
ly 50,009 people gathered in the Mont. 
gomery county fair grounds from ev- 
ery part of the country Governor 
James M. Cox.of Ohio last Saturday 
formally accepted the Democratic 
presidential nomination and set forth 
the {issues on which he will go to the 
voters for election, 

He declared the League of Nations 
not merely the paramount question of 
the campaign, but “the supreme pur- 
pose of the campaign,” and pledged 
himself to its prompt ratification, He 
admitted the necessity of clarifying 
reservations, but condemned any noti- 
fication that would impair the vital 
principles of the treaty. 

He condemned the Lodge reserva- 
tions and assailed the Republican 
peace plan as “unadulterated dis- 
honesty.” Arrant madness or at- 
tempted international hossism, he 
called it. He did not, as some of 
his auditors expected, declare for li- 
beralization of the Volstead act, but 
indicated that the power to change 
the prohibition enforcement law rest- 
ed with congress. the contro! of which, 
he informed the crowd, was in the 
hands of the people. An official who 
would promise to wink at the law, he 
declared, would be false to his oath of 
office and more unworthy than the 
Jaw violator himseit. 

He promised to abolish the excess 
profits tax and to cut down taxes gen- 
erally. At the same time he pledged 
his party to the reduction of govern- 
ment expenditures below the $4,000,- 
000 mark annually, 

The chief remedies for the high cost 
of living were the betterment of mar- 
keting facilities co-operative buying 
and selling, and the improvement of 
transportation. 

He roundly denounced profiteers 
and bluntly charged that they were 
contributing vast sums to the Repub- 
lican campaign fund for no other pur- 
pose than to gain freedom to con- 
tinue their illegal profit-taking. 


WAR CLOUDS THREATEN AGAIN 


German Ald to Soviet Brings Another 
Crisis In Europe’s Affairs. 


Washington.—Latest reports from 
France and England state that the 
Allies plan an invasion of Germany 
if the Teutons do not withdraw their 
aid from the Russian Soviet govern- 
ment, 

An interchange of views is in pro- 
gress, between the United States and 
the French and British governments 
in an attempt. officials said, to map 
out a course of action. 

With the threatened political and 
economic collapse of Poland and reac. 
tion of similar gravity anticipated in 
states adjacent to the new republic, 
officials described the situation as ap. 
proaching a point where self interest 
would prompt the United States to 
take action. 

Included among steps which the 
United States might find itself com- 
pelled to take, officials suggested ex- 
tension of credits to Poland to per- 
mit the purchase of surplus war ma- 
terial, a declaration of moral support 
for Poland and a warning to the 
soviet government not to trespass 
further beyond its boundaries. Mili- 
tary aid, it was added could be con- 
sidered only if all else failed. 

The view was expressed that the 
threat of a nullification of the victory 
ever Germany was contained in the 
understanding said to exist between 
soviet Russia and Germany and that 
this offered sufficient provocation for 
action by the United States,

Pontiac, Mich.—Twenty-five persons 
were taken to the Pontiac city hos- 
pitaf with more or less serious in- 
juries, as a result of an accident ta 
an interurban car here at Ig o'clock 
Saturday night. The brakes failed to 
work, it is said, and the car, loaded 
with passengers from Detroit, coasted 
down Saginaw street as it entered 
Pontiac, leaving the rails at the bot- 
tom and turning over on its side. 

On its wild plungs down the grade, 
the car crashed into two automobiles, 
wrecking them and as it reached the 
Michigan Air line crossing, it fs sup- 
posed the derailer force the car from 
the rails. It turned over immediately. 


Poultry Best Hopper Remedy. 

Bay City.—Michigan can be rid of 
grasshoppers if raising of poultry, 
preferably turkeys and ducks, is in- 
creased, in the opinion of T F. Mars- 
ton, secretary of the Northeastern 
Michigan Development Bureau. “By 
actual count a hungry duck will eat 
20 hoppers a minute and keep thia up 
for 30 minutes without resting,” he 
said. “If a duck feeds but four hours 
a day it means nearly 6.000 hoppers 
destroyed every 24 hours by a single 
bird.” :

A common price 
for one of these shawls in the ddys 
when they were not a rarity was $100, 
and they were worn by women of all 
classes tn Scotland except the very 
poor.

WHAT CALORIES ARE 


S I have often suid before, it 

isn't how much you eat, to re 
duce and increase flesh, but what sort 
of foods you eat. Certain foods con- 
tain much more fat building power 
than others, And the measure of such 
nourishment is the calorie. 

If you want to reduce or increase 
your weight, or if you want to keep 
your weight at.a certain point, you 
niust find the number of calories of 
food which you should eat each day. 
To do this—weigh yourself accurately 
first. Find out what you should weigh, 
for your height and age, and multiply 
what you should weigh by 16.. This 
figure is the number of calories of 
food that you should eat to remain at 
that one welght. If you are over- 
weight, eat less than this amount; If 
you are underweight, eat more. 

Here is the caloric value of some of 
our common foods: Calories,

times as much: fattening nourishment 
aus though it were lean meat. . 

No woman who wants to reduce 
should touch bacon, pork, ham, or such 
meats. Fowls, steak, such meats os 
are lean, will give strength without 
too much fatty tissue. Oysters are a 
good -choice, they have so little fat. 
Clear soups, a8 you can see, produce 
much less fat than cream soups. A 
breakfast of a few slices of toast with 
butter and one cup of coffee with 
three lumps of 81 and cream, has 
more fat in it than a full meal of re- 
decing foods. Yet one fat woman told 
me she continued to gain, though that 
was all she ever ate for breakfast.
